AIRSHIP INVENTION. 


GREAT SAVING IN COST 
OF LANDING.

The Duchess of Atholl, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Board 
of Education, and substitute dele- 
gate of Great Britain to the 
Assembly of the League of 
Nations, in a newspaper interview 
declared that before the League 
can become what it should be, a 
real co-operating ayency for the 
welfare of, mankind, it must first 
of all’ be understood.’ 

“The subject that interests me 
most, personally, is that of educa- 
tion," said the Duchess. . “You 
know, no doubt, that the Assembly 
hus decided this year that a com- 
miltec of experts should examine 
the best methods of disseminating 
the aims and achievements of the 
League among the young people of 
every nation, 

“The educational’ work under- 
taken by the League of Nations is 
specialized; it is not, education in 
the proper sense of the word that 
it secks to regulate and = co- 
ordinate. It is simply an attempt 


.jto, crente amone the young an 


atmouphere similar to the atmos- 
phere of Geneva, that of peace, 
friendship, good will and co-opera- 
tion, by the study of what has 
been done to promote peace during 
the past, six years.

MEDICAL’ OFFICER'S RETURN 
¥OR THE YEAR.

“The report of Dr. B. H. Mellon, 
Medical Officer of the Port for the 
past year, gives some interesting 
figures, a feature of which Is that, 
in spite of entries from discasc 
infected ports, there were no 
deaths within 10. hours sail of the 
port frum quirantinable ailments, 
During the year, 6,484 inward 
bound occan vessels were visited 
by the Health Officers, of which 
2,650 were on British register and 
3,834 on foreign register. Three 
vessels arriving in dn‘ unsanitary 
condition Were dealt with under 
the Merchant Shipping Ordinance 
and 2,694 Bills of Health were 
issued. : 

Ships arriving in port with a 
corpse on board muat gbtain: a 
permit from the Health | Officer 
befote Innding it and before this 
is granted, enquiries are made in 
order to determine the cause of 
death. If n death oecurs within 
ten hours of a ship’s. arrival’ in 
port or whilst the ship is in har- 
‘bour, the body is inspected and 
the vase is‘ investigated. If for 
any reason the eause of death is 
in doubt, the body is gent to the 
mortuary for further examination. 
During the year 149 special visits 
were made to’ ships for this pur-| 
pose, 137° permits: were granted 
and 28 bodies sent to the mor- 
tuury. | ’ 

Emigration. 

Under the heading of Emigra- 
tion, it is’ shown that. the total 
number of emigrants was 130,982, 
an increase: of 10,198 over 1923,' 
32,692 over 1922 and 71,013 more 
than for 1919. More than half of 
these were bound for the Straits 
Settlements, while approximately 
equa! numbers left for Honolulu, 
Duteh East Indies and the United 
‘States of. America. «april and 
May were the . most 


favoured |’ 


months and February the least |’ 


favoured.’ Rejections of medicul- 
ly yniit persons numbered 946. 
Free emigrants, that is those 
who pay their own fares and arc 
as a rule petty traders, totalled 
88,428, assisted emigrants, usual- 
ly engaged on three-year con- 
tracts in tin mines, rubber planta- 
tions and nitrate deposit work- 
ings, numbered 10,605, while ‘the 


rest of those figuring in. the , re-}- 


turn were mainly wives: and 


children ‘of emigrants. 


Quarantine. 


_ The number of vessels ‘arriving 
in quarantine was 233, -with 
16,686 passengers " and 14,868 
crew. Ten vessels, all with 
cuses of small<pox, were detained. 

Twenty-nine cases of infectious 
disease were investigated and 
found to be due to non-quarantin- 
able disease; these were dealt with 
in the usual manner. This in- 
volyed the examination of 311 sick 
persons and many special visits 
to ships in the harbour. 

The total number ‘of persons 
medically inspected during 1924 
amounted to 219,222, which is 
equivalent to 6U0 examinations 
for each day of the year. 

Saigon was declared an infcet- 
ed port on February 7th, owing to 
the prevalence of small-pox in its 
neighbourhood, restrictions being 
withdrawn on July 21st. 

The ports of the Dutch East’ 
Indies were declared infected on 
August 19th on ‘account of small- 
pox und the port of Macassar on 
account of plague. The ‘restric- 
tions on -these ports were still in 
force at the end of-the year..

AUXILIARIES FOR 
MOTOR-SHIPS. 


USE OF ELECTRICITY. 


With’ the advent of the Diosel 
engine and the elimination of 
steam ais a source of power for 
propulsion, -marine engineers 
have turned to. electricity for 
driving their auxiliaries, the 
electric motor being well suited 
to such work, says a writer in the 
Manehester Guardian Conemercial. 
in comparison with steam, 
electrically driven auxiliaries are 
more convenient to handle and 
control,’and they also save the 
lessos involved in the transmis- 
sion of steam) to auxiliaries, 
especially those on deck. 

Marine control equipment: for 
motor-driven auxiliaries must, of 
course, be adapted to the condt- 
tions found on botind on board 
ship in order to. ensure satis- 
factory working, aud as a general 
rule the characteristiés of marine 
controllers differ fram similar 
equipment used ashore. Marly 
failures of electricity in marine 

_ service were usually traceable to 
devices that- had b-en manufac- 
tured primarily for use oan lund. 
Marine control equipment should. 
generally speaking, be construct. 
ed along more rugeed Vines and 
should have a larger safety factor 
than is necessary der land use. 

The leading types of marine 
controflers are made as simple as 
possible to facilitate maintenance 
work and “the prompt fovation of 
trouble. All parts are carefully 
protected from sali air and mois- 
‘ture, and controllers used on deck 
or where they are subject ta 
possible water Pressure ire mide 
water-tight. Por certain use 
whore inflammable liquids | or 
gases may be present gas-tighe 
controllers are employed, 

An important point that has 
been demonstrated in service is 
that such controllers pinst be 

- provided with contactors which 
cannot close aecidentally due ta 
the rolling of the ship. or open 
because of vinkeut shock. In faet, 
all contactors must usually 
operate satisfactorily when in- 
elined at an angle of 30 degrees 
from the vertical in any direction. 
In addition to this precaution, 
the ports:-are . protected from 
loosening due to vibration by 
locknuts ar pins. : 

Resistera used un marine-con- 
trolling apparatus must a be curc- 
fully protected from corrosion 
and from damage by shock or 
vibration. Soine resisters ‘are 
used where the ventilation is 
rostricted, und in such eases 
eorroct design ia vory gasontial. 
. Registers ugod on deck where they 
may be subjected to immorsion 
are protected by water-tight en- 
closures .so arranged that. they 
muy bo opened for ventilation 
wher'in actual oporation.

HOUSE BUILDING 


BRITAIN’S “RECORD” : 
PROGRESS. 


During the past 12 months a 
“record " number of houses has 
been builtin Britain, writes 
the Timex Parliamentary cor- 
respondent. The highest total 
in any year hitherto wasin 1905, 
when the number of houses built 
was 129,000, In the year ended 
Séptember 30 last the total was 
159,476, of which 92,291. were 
built with a State subsidy, and 
67,185 without a subsidy. Of the 
total, no fewer than 140,000 may 
be-described as houses for the 
working classes in that their 
rateable value does not xeced 
£26. ‘ 

In the month ‘of September 
19,500 subsidized bouses were 
completed hy the local authori- 
ties under the. Housing Acts, and 
recently the delivery of new 
houses has attained the rate of 
abotit 40a week in London and 
Liverpool, and about 75 a week 
in Birmingham. As it is estimat- 
ed thavabout [00,000 new houses 
are needed every year in.order 
to provide neeommodation for 
new families and to replace 
Houses that are deurotished, a 
real beginning has been made 
with the wiping off of. arrears 
whieh necumulited during the 
War yours, 

There is every prospeet that 
the figures forlthe coming 12 
months will be even more satis- 
fuetory, and in that event the 
Government will be distinetly 
neacer their goal of providing a 
satticient number ‘uf houses ta 
enable the Rent Restriction’ Act, 
fa come ta aaead.in order that 
there my again be free competi- 
tion in the letting nnd selling of 
houses. At present ib seems 
that if willbe feasible to, remove 
rentrestriction in England and 
Wales atan cvarlter date than 
in Scotland, where, it is upcreed, 
position is very unsatis- 
fuctory.

Tho handle 
in placed adjacent to the capstan 
barrel, so that tho driver has an 
unobstructed viow.
